FISH AND FISH OILS. 

"Constant droppiuK," it is said, "will 
wonr n stone." Wo liopo that froqTiout 
remincloi-3 on tlio ijurt of tbo Proas ami 
Governmont of the Dominion will aroiiao 
tlio Unitod States Governmont to a seuaa 
of tho contemptibla position they occupy 
amongst the treaty-making nations of the 
world ia-consequenoe of the strainod in- 
terprblation tboy have seen fit to place on 
one olauso of tho Wuahington Treaty. 
By that Treaty it na.s providoJ that fisli 
and fish oils from Ca'juda sliould bo ad- 
mitted froo iuto tho Unitod States. In 
tho oasos of Prince Edward's Island and 
Nowfonndland it was atipuLited that when 
those colonies joined tbo Confederation 
they, too, should be admitted to all the 
privileges as if tbey had been moaibors of 
the Confederation at the time the Treaty 
was drawn. Strange to say — althoTigh 
Sir John Macdonald assisted in the fram- 
ing of the treaty, and notwithstanding 
tliat British Columbia was then on tho 
eve of joining tho Dominion, — no ro-or- 
YL'tion was nude in her case, and the 
Uuitod States Qovornment has eiijco ro- 
fn-od to allow lier to share in tiio bencliiR 
of tho Tri aty To whalovi r cauao tli h 
sUubby and "uuuara'leled treatment may 
b? uttribulablo we do not caru to enquire. 
•lti» enough for us to know that tho Paci- 
&o Province did not reocivc tliat consider- 
fctiOD at the bands of tbo High Commis- 
Bioners she bad a right to expect; and 
tbat tlie blunder is being pcrpotunted by 
the Washington Governmeul in a spiiit 
of meanness uuwortby bo grrnt a nat)on. 
It IB said thoio aio shortKigbted pt-rsons 
who Beriousiy imugioo tbat tboy can 
starve Columbia into Annexation, and 
■ that acting on their advice the American 
Qoverninvnt refuses to perform a simple 
act of justice towards ns. Well, men who 
think ihat way have surely read blBtory 
witb Imt little pi-ofit. When the Recipro- 
city Treaty between (Canada and the Unit- 
ed Stales came before tbo American Sen- 
ate tlie quidnuncs of tbe body declined to 
prolong its provisiuns because, as they 
said, they wished to "starve Canada into 
joining the Union." Several years have 
passed since tbe abrogation of Reoipro- 
oity, and how maob Detaer is Canada to 
Annexation ? There is absolutely less 
prospect now of n political alliance with 
the United Siiitea thau over. So, too, 
with Brilisb Columb.a. There Was never 
a time in ber liistory whoa thoro was as 
little fei ling in fnvor of Annexation as 
now. Instead of drawing nearer to Wash- 
jjogtqn the Province is pulling in an op- 
positQ direction. Ton years ago there was 
an open and undisguised movement at 
Victoria in favor of Annexation. Now, 
altliougli some may threaten Separation, 
{Lord DiitYerin says tboy don't moan 
even that!) no one hints at Annexation. 
Tbat is the last thing thought of. The 
Carnarvon Club would go to pieces in a 
week were it to announce Annexation as 
one of its objects. Could a market be 
loa^d States there would be a 

largp'and increasing demand for the pro- 
duct of Qur fisheries, and our public men 
— both hero and at Ottawa — sliould never 
cease their efforts until tho Unitod States 
shall have been brought to do an act of 
simple justice to tho I?acific Province by 
admitting bor to all tbo piivUtsges enjoy- 
ed by the rest of Canada under the Wash- 
ington Treaty. 

HOP CTJLTUBE. 

Tho low price that ruled last year for 
hops discouraged some of our most en- 
terprising growers, and the quantity 

raised on tbo Island this year is in con.so 
quenco smaller than usual. Hops of last 
season's growth were sold at ten cents jier 
pound, a rate lower than the cost of j)ro- 
duotion. Ssevpral of our extensive 
growers have raised no bops during the 
present season, and wo understand that 
in California, Oregon and Washington 
Territory tho prudiictiou was also light 
iu aniicipatioii of low prices. As it hap- 
pened, however, the hoj) crops of Eng- 
land and the Continent have proved al 
most entire failuroH i.nd those of the 
Eastern States and Canada aro below the 
average. A natural result of tbo limiti d 
prndui'tinn is that hops are in rcMjuo'^t, 
and iho fi.'W I.-lund growers wlio jjut in 
crops aro n-alizing enhauceil piici'.-. 
Nearly tho onlirB inodiictiotj of Saanich 
has bt*pn sold lit 19 cents; and it is ox- 
peotfd that there will bo a H:ill fiir'luM 
rise, as EugliMb buyei a huvo found tlieir 
way to Californiii and are bidding bigli 
for the crop. The climate and' soil tt[ 
Vancouver Island aro well adapiod to tlio 
growth of hojj.. I'liose ral^O(l witliin 2~i 
miles of Victoria aro highly esteemed and 
bring a batt-r price at SanErancisco ih:Mi 
ibe California ariiolo. It will rrquue 
mnro than one year's fall crop to make up 
the dtiiicioucv caused by fcbe pieseot 
scarcity, iinil our growers cannot fanl to 
roaiizB h ill ' c " "

Tho G rappler came iio^here on the 14tU 
of Sept.; tho Gussio Telfair on the 18th. 
The second mato on this boat fell down 
tho batches shortly after sho arrived. It 
was thought tho poor fellow would not 
recover. A young man afied about 27 
years, siijiposed to bo a native of Canada, 
died at Wrangel on tbo 14th. Tho Gussio 
left for Sitka on, the 21st. Judge Gray 
and his party bad arrived bore on their 
return from Cassiar and will go by tho 
Gussio to Victoria. 

I was r.t church ut Wrangel on Sunday 
— tho Indian cburch -thero is no other. 
I was sorry I did not understand their 
language. Thoro w^oro ns many while 
men 08 natives at.ohurcb, always sume- 
thing new. It was to mo a novel thiug 
to sooan Indian preacher who had learnt 
to look sincere and earnest, and to dress 
as simply but as woll as any poor curate, 
and hear him 

PREACH IN CHIJiboK, 

So that tbo wbito man as well as tlii! In- 
dian would gleim a lesson fioiu liiM ser- 
mon. Ho read his text in English from 
tho Biblo, and both races behaved tbem- 
telves in church like Christians and peo- 
ple of tiiste. 

It Feems rather little iu a gro;it power 
like the American Government lo coir pel 
its custom-house otlicer at Wrangel to rob 
the Imiims. It is hard, too, on tiio C. H. 
otlicer, who is, from every account 1 hear 
uf liini. an lio'ie^t. liiiiil-Iii ai teii, (il):iL,'ing 
f;eiilleiuaii. Ho thinks lie does his duty. 
I think ins duty i^ roljliery en tiie part of 
the Guveriiiui nl. linliuns born iit Wran- 
gel and .\laaka Terriuny to Ca siar, 
British miuos, and make gold by their 
labor. Two of tliem m ule small piles, 
and ench of these on their way from tho 
mines, in ilteir generous moiod. by in 
British territory from 30 tu a 1(10 piaiis of 
blankels, and carry them in tlieii- canoes 

>' f,, o n ♦ i,,,.l..t..l, try 

their friends; but tho eu--tom bouse ofU- 
eer seizes tbo blankets and coufi-ciite.i 
them as the property of the United States 
Government. Dutii s wore not paid on 
theso goods. This Iransnction occurred 
nine months ago. Will that gallant aud 
noble-hoarted officer. General Howard, 
who is at tho bo.id of military affairs in 
Alaska Territory, aud who takes si.cii an 
interest in the naiives, permit oppres- 
sion and share lh« crime? 1 sujipose the 
Indians aro not represented iu Congnss.

I toll you I won't do it! Why run fur- 
ther into debt! I, as Mayor, havo to bear 
the whole brunt of the tiling, and when I 
am CD the hastiogs aext time the finger 
of scorn will be pointed at me because 1 
could not manage the fiiiauco of tho city 
properly. I say tbat I have to bear it all 
— the whole onus of disgrace — and yet 
you Councillors ask for a lamp hero and a 
lamp there! Absurd! I tell yon. This 
matter of finance has been kept quiet long 
eoough, but I will not be a party to putt- 
ing a resolution for further expense. The 
j)u1)lic shall know it all now, SO do as you 
wdl! I won't come out at the, small end 
of tho iiorn I 

Coun. \\'illinni8 asked why the Mayor 
had not stopped expeudiluro long ago if 
he know the city to be bankrupt. Tho 
idea of tho Mayor getting stubborn over 
tho erection of two lamps waii absurd. He 
(Coun. W.) held tbat as scon us tuo 
Mnyor got stubborn it was time to take 
the matter in their own hands. The Cor- 
l)oration ho maintained is on jnstusgooda 
staiidinu; now as ever and could comniaiid 
512.000 any moment to pay the j?l,000 
falling due next month. (Lau'^litar.) 

Coun. Vigelius— Coun. "Williams knows 
boitm tliat that, whore will he get the 
money unless ho murls<^SO" onrporation 
property? He knows there is no law to 
compel a citizen to pay tiixes if he is 
determined to pay interest only. Tluro 
is no law to sell property for tuxes and 
they are coming in very slow and are 
likely to do so. 

Coun. Trounce— As for the corporation 
being in debt that is no more than 
every firm in tho city is. A firm often is in 
didit, but has as.sets far more than stilli- 
(dent to cover linbililies although it may 
be diflicult to realise iiisCiDitor. The two 
lamps are a very small question for the 
Mayor to take his stand on and I hope 
the chairman will put the question at 
once.

Qeneral Taft had resigned or was about to 
resign. This cannot ho oflicially denied 
as neillior tbe President nor Judge Taft 
are in Waahiugtou,but there are rcaaouablo 
grounds for asserting that the report, has 
no foundation. 

EUKOPIi. 

London, Sept. 28. — A disimtoh from 
Belgrade to tho Daili/ Nkw.i says the Bua- 
sian General Novescliofl' has assumed tho 
command of the army of Ibar. A great 
battle is imminent. Gen. Tcliernayoirhaa 
been requested to come to Belgrade by 
the Russiau Consul and has refused be- 
cause he int(tnds to make an attack on 
tho Turkish lino. 

A speoial from Catlmra says a rojiort 
comes from an authentic souroo that tho 
Moutenegrins are unwilling to conclude 
peaqe wittiout extensive ooncessious of 
territory by the Turks. 

News from C!onstantinoplo is satisfac- 
tory. The Porte is inclined to grant tho 
peace conditions, but seek a form more 
compatible with il.s dignity. Only the 
prompt acceptancQ of the "conditions as 
they stand cau prevent further cpmplica- 
tions. Tbe position appears very precari- 
ous and the Porte has been made fully 
aware of the fact. 

A Berlin diii)atch to th(i 'i'imcs says the 
Czar is adverse to war, but ho hua]jorniii- 
ted warlike addresses; Austria has left no 
doubt of itu poHilion. 

A correbpoudeutof tho 7'iOTes,commenl- 
iog on Gob. SuwaroiTcs mission to Vien- 
na, remarks that this is the emissary the 
Czar sent last autumn on a mission to 
Belgrade to dissuade the Servians from 
going to war. Although the etfort was 
fruitless, tho fieiier.il then conducted his 
mission so well that ho became a popular 

feels ])roinpti!,l to act direolly in tho af- 
fair.-, of Servia, and thus placn jiiiOself in 
a position antugouistio tointorcsta of Aus- 
tria.

Ln.sDoN, Sept. 28. — The Times corres- 
pondent at Belgrade tfdcgraphs that there 
has been nothing done here to-day, al- 
though excitement is not so great as it 
WU8. It is believed by the Rns'-ians that 
the conditions of pence jjrnposed by tho 
Powers will be rejected by tbe Porte. If 
they are, tbe continaance of tbe war is 
certain. It would be madness forTurkey 
torejucttho advice tendered her. The 
Itussiaus and Servians are hardy races 
and can endure winter campaigns: but the 
Turks cannot. Tho Sorvi in government 
will preserve silonep on the quesiion of 
making Prince Milan king; but tbe advo- 
cates of Servian royalty, who are tbe ma- 
jority, declare the proclamation must be 
made with due sohiinnity in Belgrade. In

Keporls have been received from 
Capt. Kuullys, dated lilst of July Na 
VoKgoriki, Nabutautau. On tbe 2i8t 
Capt. Kiiollys left Na "Veigaraki with 
a portion of bis force to attack some 
oaves occupied by the Nalawanisa 
tribo. Airiving iu tho neighbor 
hood of the cavtm at iniddtiv on the 
23rd, Capt. Knollys found it very 
diflicult to obtain auy accurato infor- 
mation as to tbe position of tho ent- 
rnncoH thereto, and a Nad ran man 
who had left Na VcMgaraki a fow days 
previously, to exuiuiiie tho ('ouiilfy, 
had been caught, killed, and ealeu 
by tho cannibals. The position of 
oue of the ontraucoB waa, however, 
discovered, and Capt. Knollys inau- 
oged to lead bis men within 500 yards 
of it before tho caiinibalH were aware 
of their approach. On catching sight 
of tbe police the cannibals made for 
tho cave.s and tbo police followed, 
hoping to efl'ect fiu ontrnnco before 
tbe eiieiny had recovered from their; 
aurfino; they were, mot by a steady 
liro from tho loop-holed rocks, and 
two of thoin fell mortally wounded, 
finding assault imposalble, as tbo cave 
had to bo entered on hands and knoo.4, 
Cnpt. Knollys ordered a blockade, 
which was kept up for six days and 
nights, wlu'ii sonio of tho cannibals 
gave in, and soon afterwards the whole 
of the remniudor surrendered. 

On Saturday last tho Star of tho 
South arrived, having bctweon sixty 
and Bovonty prisoners on board. These 
aro Boino of tho iiiKurgent niountaiu- 
oers, aud while waiting tho decision 
ot the Ex-ecutivo ns to their fate, thoy 
have been lodged in Totoga Jail.

VICTORIA. 

Tbo Colonial Secretary of New 
South "Wales sent a telegram to tbe 
Government stating that he had learn- 
ed that it was the intention of tbe 
French Govern ineut to release 600 
Cotnnuiuist prisoners from New Oale- 
douia, and bo thought that all'the col- 
onies should join in a protest to pre- 
vent their landing. 

A Pair of "Wedded Misbbs. — Three 
miles from Newark, New Jersey, have 
lived for many yeais an aged couple, 
who were miserly and penurionus in 
their habits to^tlie last degree. Two 
montlis ago the husband, who had 
boon a sufferer from dropsy, began to 
fear that ho was likely to die, and his 
love of life proving stronger than his 
love of money, desired to send for a 
pl.yci/iinii ilia wife, not being moved 
by tbe same fear, saw in it only a 
wasteful expenditure, and refused to 
consent. After suffering iu a very 
weak condition for soino time, how- 
ever, he manngod to communicate with 
a neighbor, who sent for a physician. 
Tho latter gave hini no hope for recov- 
ery, but made a simple proscription 
for his relief and directions as to bis 
diet. The wife did not deem it wise 
to spend money on a man w ho was al- 
ready in'aotioally dead,||aiid refused to 
purchase cither medicine or prosier 
food. The neighbors, however, pro- 
cured both and furnished them to tho 
dying man at his bedside for several 
weeks. A few day.sjago tho miser died, 
and his wife refused to send for an 
uudortakei or allow the friendly neigh- 
bors to do so, and tho body remained 
uncared for during the terrible hot 
weather and until decomposition had 
set in. Finally, a number of women 
who were ac(juainled with the wife lu- 
sisted that the body Bhould bo buried, 
and, sending for an iiiidertidcer, they 
proceeded to lay it out. Selecting 
good under-clothing for this purpose, 
thoy had the corpse partially dressed, 
when the wife interfered and pulled 
tho garments from the body , declaring 
them entirely too good to bo put under 
tbo ground, and substituting old and 
worn ones in their places.
